GA DEC. 10 ADOPTED COMITE RECOMMENDATIONS RELATING TO 
ELIMINATION OF ALL FORMS OF RACIAL DISCRIMINATION, RELIGIOUS 
INTOLERANCE, HUMAN RIGHTS, INTERNATIONAL WOMEN'S YEAR, 

AND ECOSOC REPORT. GA ALSO APPROVED BY CONSENSUS 42- 
POWER DRAFT RES (L. 746/REV. 1. ADD. 1) CONCERNING UN/OAU 
COOPERATION WHICH, INTER ALIA, DECIDED TO INVITE, ON 
REGULAR BASIS, REPS OF NATIONAL LIBERATION MOVEMENTS 
RECOGNIZED BY OAU TO PARTICIPATE AS OBSERVERS IN RELEVANT 
WORK OF GA S MAIN COMITES, SUBSIDIARY ORGANS, CONFERENCES, 
SEMINARS AND OTHER MEETINGS HELD UNDER UN AUSPICES WHICH 
CONCERNED THEIR COUNTRIES. RES ALSO DREW ATTENTION OF 
UN BODIES, PARTICULARLY OF SC, TO NEED FOR EFFECTIVE MEASURES 
TO ASSOCIATE OAU MORE CLOSELY WITH THEIR WORK CONCERNING 
AFRICA, INCLUDING ESPECIALLY ACTIVITIES OF RHODESIA SANCTIONS 
COMITE. REPS OF TUNISIA, ROMANIA, INDONESIA, UKRAINE AND 
KUWAIT MADE STATEMENTS ON DECOLONIZATION, AND ACTING PRES 
SAID THERE WERE 26 MORE SPEAKERS INSCRIBED ON ITEM. PRES 
ANNOUNCED THAT CONSULTATIVE COMITE FOR INTERNATIONAL WOMEN'S 
YEAR CONFERENCE WOULD BE COMPOSED OF: AUSTRALIA. BELGIUM, 

BRAZIL, FRANCE, GDR, INDIA, IRAN, JAMAICA, JAPAN, JORDAN, 

MEXICO, NIGER, PHILIPPINES, ROMANIA, RWANDA, SENEGAL, 

SIERRA LEONE, SWEDEN, TUNISIA, UK, US, USSR, AND VENEZUELA. 

SOMALI REP, INTRODUCING DRAFT RES (L. 746/REV.l) ON OAU/UN 
COOPERATION, SAID EXTRA PREAMB PARA SHOULD BE INCLUDED AS SECOND 
PREAMB PARA, WHICH WOULD READ: "TAKING NOTE OF RES ADOPTED 
BY OAU ASSEMBLY OF HEADS OF STATE AND GOVT HELD AT 
MOGADISCIO IN JUNE 1974 CONCERNING QUESTION WITH WHICH GA 
OF UN IS SEIZED." STATEMENTS ON OAU/UN COOPERATION WERE 
MADE BY REPS OF UPPER VOLTA. TANZANIA, ROMANIA, PORTUGAL 
AND GDR, ALL SUPPORTING DRAFT RES. AUSTRALIAN REP SAID HIS 
GOVT WOULD CONTRIBUTE $200,000 AS HUMANITARIAN AID TO 
AFRICAN LIBERATION MOVEMENTS RECOGNIZED BY OAU, WELL AS $75,000 
FOR TRUST FUND FOR SOUTHERN AFRICA, WITH PREFERENCE GIVEN 
TO MEDICAL AND EDUCATIONAL ASSISTANCE. 
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DRISS (TUNISIA) PROPOSED THAT RES BE ADOPTED BY CONSENSUS 
WITHOUT EXPLANATIONS OF VOTE, WHILE SALIM (TANZANIA) SAID 
EXPLANATIONS SHOULD FOLLOW CONSENSUS. AFTER ACCEPTANCE OF 
RES. FRG REP SAID HE WOULD HAVE ABSTAINED IF THERE HAD BEEN 
VOTE BECAUSE OF RESERVATIONS ON OP PARA 6 ON OBSERVER STATUS 
FOR LIBERATION MOVEMENTS, POINTING OUT IT SHOULD NEVER BE 
FORGOTTEN THAT UN WAS ORGANIZATION OF STATES. JAPAN SUPPORTED 
CONSENSUS ON UNDERSTANDING OP PARA 6 SHOULD NOT BE CONSTRUED AS 
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APPROVAL OF WIDER REPRESENTATION OF NATIONAL LIBERATION MOVEMENTS 
THAN UNDER CURRENT PRACTICE. UK HAD RESERVATIONS ON OP 
PARA 3. BUT IT WELCOMED PRESENCE OF REPS OF LIBERATION MOVEMENTS 
AS CONTRIBUTING TO RELEVANT WORK OF UN COMITES. ITALIAN DEL 
WELCOMED CONSENSUS AND THOUGHT PRESENCE OF LIBERATION 
MOVEMENT REPS MIGHT BE USEFUL WHEN MATTER OF DISCUSSION WAS 
R FT .EVENT. FRENCH DEL, WHICH ALWAYS HAD RESERVATIONS ABOUT 
ATTEMPT TO INSTITUTIONALIZE DE FACTO SITUATION, WOULD HAVE 
ABSTAINED. TUNISIAN REP DRISS ASSERTED THAT POSITIONS OF 
SOME DELS WERE "ANACHRONISTIC" AND "UNSYMPATHETIC" TO 
AFRICAN STATES, AND SAID THOSE DELS SHOULD UNDERSTAND THAT 
WORLD IS CHANGING. (REPEATED INFO ADDIS ABABA) 

COMITE 3 RECOMMEND ATIONS-- 

SERIES OF RESES PROPOSED BY COMITE 3 WERE ADOPTED AS 
FOLLOWS: URGENTLY APPEALING TO STATES WHICH HAVE NOT YET DONE 
SO TO RATIFY OR ACCEDE TO INTERNATION CONVENTION ON ELIMINATION

30TH GA)- WITHOUT OBJECTION. FOI ITEM WAS INCLUDED IN PROVISIONAL 
AGENDA OF 30TH GA (A/9934)-WITHOUT VOTE. GA NOTED UNDER- 
STANDING IN PARA 8 OF REPORT A/9938. 

TUNING TO DRAFT RES ON ELIMINATION OF RELIGIOUS INTOLERANCE 
(A/9808/ADD.1), SMIRNOV (USSR) ENDORSED DRAFT RES. BUT OPPOSED 
NETHERLANDS AMENDMENT WHICH WOULD HAVE 30TH GA ASSESS PROGRESS 
ACHIEVED BY HRC ON ELABORATION OF DECLARATION, AND HE WOULD 
NOT VOTE FOR RES AS WHOLE IF AMENDMENT ACCEPTED. BYELRUSSIA, 

GDR AND BULGARIA ALSO OPPOSED AMENDMENT, AND BULGARIA 
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PROPOSED DELETING FROM AMENDMENT WORDS "WITH VIEW TO ASSESSING 
PROGRESS ON ELABORATION OF DECLARATION ON ELIMINATION 
OF ALL FORMS OF INTOLERANCE AND DISCRIMINATION BASED ON

ON BEHALF OF COSPONSORS ACCEPTED IT. BULGARIAN SUBAMENDMENT 
WAS REJECTED 28(BLOC, ARABS)-59(US)-37. NETHERLANDS AMENDMENT 
(L. 753) WAS TEHN ADOPTED 66(US, WEO'S LA’S)-18(BLOC, ARABS)- 
41 (MANY AFRICANS, ASIANS), WITH CHINA AMONG THOSE ABSENT DURING 
BOTH VOTES. RES AS WHOLE (A/9893) WAS ADOPTED 100(US)-1 
(CUBA)-24. 
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RESES DECIDING INTER ALIA TO INVITE ALL STATES TO BECOME 
PARTIES TO INTERNATIONAL COVENANTS ON HUMAN RIGHTS (A/9938) - 
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ADOPTED 121(US)-0-2(NIGER, SAUDI ARABIA); URGING GOVTS 
TO INTENSIFY SUPPORT FOR HUMANITARIAN TASKS OF UN HIGH 
COMMISSIONER FOR REFUGEES - WITHOUT VOTE; AND DEALING WITH 
ELABORATION OF DRAFT CONVENTION ON TERRITORIAL ASYLUM -

WITH RESPECT TO RES RELATING TO NATIONAL EXPERIENCE IN 
ACHIEVING FAR-REACHING SOCIAL AND ECONOMIC CHANGES FOR 
PURPOSE OF SOCIAL PROGRESS (A/9917), WARZAZI (MOROCCO) 

HAD SEVERAL RESERVATIONS ON OP PARA 6 AND PROPOSED ADDING 
"WITHOUT PREJUDICE TO OPERATIONAL PROGRAMS FOR DEVELOPING 
COUNTRIES." GA NOTED THAT, AND ADOPTED AMENDED RES 1 10-0-17(US, 
WEO'S), WITH CHINA AMONG THOSE ABSENT. WITHOUT VOTE, ITEM 
RELATING TO UNIFIED APPROACH TO DEVELOPMENT ANALYSIS AND 
PLANNING (A/9894) WAS DEFERRED UNTIL 30TH SESSION. RES 
ON ESTABLISHMENT OF BODY TO ADMINISTER CONVENTION ON 
REDUCTION OF STATELESSNESS (A/9896) WAS APPROVED 48(US) 

-1 l(BLOC)-66. 

FOLLOWING RESES IN CONNECTION WITH ECOSOC REPORT (A/9828/ 
ADD.l) WERE ADOPTED: I. INTERNATIONAL WOMEN'S YEAR - 
WITHOUT VOTE; II, CONFERENCE ON INTERNATIONAL WOMEN'S 
YEAR - 124-2(ISRAEL, NICARAGUA)-2(MALAWI, SAUDI ARABIA); 

IB, CONSULTATIVE COMITE FOR CONFERENCE - 125-0-2(MALAWI, 

SAUDI ARABIA), AFTER IRAN'S PROPOSAL TO RAISE NUMBER 
OF MEMBERS OF COMITE FROM 18 TO 23 WAS APPROVED 127-0-1

WITH RESPECT TO IWY CONFERENCE, SOVIET DEL MAINTAINED ITS 
POSITION THAT "ALL STATES" FORMULA SHOULD NOT BE USED IN 
RESTRICTIVE WAY: FRENCH REP SUPPORTED INTERPRETATION GIVEN 
BY COMITE 3 CHAIRMAN AND SAID, WITH REFERENCE TO 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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INVITING NATIONAL LIBERATION MOVEMENTS, FRANCE WOULD NOT 
RECOGNIZE SPOKESMAN WHO CLAIMED TO REPRESENT FRENCH TERRI- 
TORIES; AND USDEL (WIGGINS) SUPPORTED PROCEDURE STATED IN 
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COMITE 3 CHAIRMAN REGARDING ALL STATES CLAUSE. 

- DECOLONIZATION 

IN DEBATE ON DECOLONIZATION ITEM. DRISS (TUNISIA) SAID ALL 
UN BODIES AND SPECIALIZED AGENCIES SHOULD ASSIST NEWLY- 
LIBERATED PORTUGUESE TERRITORIES, EMPHASIZED IT WAS ANA- 
CHRONISTIC TO MAINTAIN SANCTIONS AGAINST PORTUGUESE GOVT, 

AND APPEALED TO SC TO REEXAMINE SITUATION IN NAMIBIA AND 
TAKE ALL MEASURES TO PUT END TO SOUTH AFRICA'S PRESENCE 
THERE. DATCU (ROMANIA) DECLARED THAT EFFORTS MUST BE REDOUBLED 
TO ASSURE BROAD INTERNATIONAL RECOGNITION OF LIBERATION 
MOVEMENTS RECOGNIZED BY OAU, AND UN AND ITS SPECIALIZED 
AGENCIES SHOULD GIVE GREATER SUPPORT TO COLONIAL PEOPLES. 

SIDIK (INDONESIA) EXPRESSED HOPE THAT RECENT DEVELOPMENTS 
WOULD CONVINCE WHITE MINORITY REGIMES IN RHODESIA AND SOUTH 
AFRICA OF FUTILITY OF THEIR REPRESSIVE COURSE. MARTYNENKO 
(UKRAINE) SAID THAT IN SPITE OF EASING INTERNATIONAL TENSIONS, 
IMPERIALIST POWERS WERE STILL BLOCKING COMPLETE LIQUIDATION 
OF COLONIALISM; MONOPOLISTIC CIRCLES OF NATO COUNTRIES WERE 
STILL ASSISTING SA. BISHARA (KUWAIT) STRESSED IMPORTANCE OF 
INTERNATIONAL PRESSURE WHICH CONTRIBUTED TO DOWNFALL OF 
FASCIST PORTUGUESE REGIME, AND CALLED FOR ASSISTANCE TO 
FREEDOM FIGHTERS. 

NOTE: IN DEC. 9 VOTE ON OP PARA 4 OF RES D RELATING TO GCD 
(USUN'S UNCLASSIFIED SUMMARY NO. 80, OURTEL 5855), US SHOULD 
HAVE BEEN SHOWN AS VOTING IN FAVOR OF PARA. 
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COMITE 1 DEBATE BEGAN DEC 10 ON IMPLEMENTATION OF DECLARATION 
ON STRENGTHENING OF INTL SECURITY WITH STATEMENT BY SOVIET 
REP STASHEVSKY ONLY SPEAKER. SOVIET REP SAID INTL DETENTE WAS 
FAVORED BY MOST MEMBER STATES; HAILING DETENTE-STRENGTHENING 
VLADIVOSTOCK MEETING AND EUROPEAN CONFERENCE ON SECURITY, 

HE SAID DETENTE WAS NOT LIMITED TO ANY ONE CONTINENT; 

ASIAN AND AFRICAN STATES ALSO SOUGHT PEACE. STASHEVSKY 
REGRETTED CONTINUING VIETNAM AND CAMBODIAN CONFLICTS, 

TENSIONS IN EASTERN MEDITERRANEAN, AND PROVOCATIVE ISRAELI 
ACTS AND OCCUPATION OF ARAB LANDS, WARNING THAT ONE COULD 
NOT ADVOCATE DETENTE IN ONE PART OF WORLD AND INFLAME 
SITUATIONS IN ANOTHER. CALLING FOR MILITARY DETENTE 
AND RELEASE OF FUNDS SPENT ON ARMS FOR ASSISTANCE, SOVIET 
REP SAID MOST MEMBER STATES DESIRED WORLD DISARMAMENT CON- 
FERENCE: POSTPONEMENT WOULD PLAY INTO HANDS OF OPPONENTS 
OF DETENTE. PRAISING GA DECISIONS ON SOUTH AFRICA, CYPRUS 
AND PALESTINE, SOVIET REP CALLED FOR WITHDRAWAL OF 
FOREIGN TROOPS FROM KOREA AND OF ISRAELI FORCES FROM TERRI- 
TORIES OCCUPIED SINCE 1967, AND FOR TREATY PROHIBITING 
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ENVIRONMENTAL AND METEOROLOGICAL WARFARE. HE SAID ADOPTION 
OF DEFINITION OF AGGRESSION WOULD ENHANCE SC ROLE, ADDING 
THAT UN MUST NOT RELAX EFFORTS TOWARD ELIMINATING COLONIALISM 
AND RACISM IN ALL FORMS. HE CONCLUDED THAT DETENTE MUST 
BE STRENGTHENED AND SPREAD THROUGHOUT WORLD. 

COMITE 2 - INTL MONETARY SYSTEM REFORM 

COMITE 2 IN DEC 10 MEETING ADOPTED BY CONSENSUS DRAFT RES 
L.1373 STRESSING NEED TO CONTINUE INTL MONETARY REFORM 
EFFORTS IN LINE WITH NIEO, INTRODUCED SAME DAY BY PERU WITH 
ALGERIA, DAHOMEY, ECUADOR, GUYANA, INDIA, IRAN, KENYA, 

MALI, MEXICO, NIGERIA AND SRI LANKA. RES WOULD EXPRESS CONCERN 
AT WORLD ECON PROBLEMS AND EMPHASIZE NEED FOR COOPERATIVE 
INTL SOLUTION, NOTING WITH SATISFACTION IMF BOARD OF GOVERNORS' 
RECOGNITION OF IMPORTANCE OF TRANSFERRING REAL RESOURCES 
TO LDCS AND STRESSING NEED FOR COMBINED MONETARY, DEVELOPMENT, 
FINANCIAL AND COMMERICAL MEASURES. RES WELCOMES IMF ESTABLISH- 
MENT OF OIL FACILITY, AND NEW EXTENDED FACILITY PERMITTING 
LDCS TO RECEIVE MEDIUM-TERM BALANCE-OF-PAYMENT FINANCE UNDER 
FAVORABLE TERMS, BUT STRESSES THAT EXTENDED IMF FACILITY 
CANNOT SUBSTITUTE FOR LINK BETWEEN DEVELOPMENT FINANCE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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AND SDRS. RES WOULD HAVE GA INVITE ALL STATES TO PROMOTE 
INCREASED NET FLOW OF REAL RESOURCES TO LDCS, AND WOULD STRESS 
NEED TO REVIVE IMF QUOTA SYSTEM TO REFLECT LDC REQUIREMENTS 
AND RECEPT BOP AND CREDITOR POSITIONS OF FUND MEMBERS: 

RES WOULD EMPHASIZE THAT ANY DECISION ON STATUS OF GOLD 
SHOULD BE INTERNATIONALLY AGREED, SHOULD SERVE OBJECTIVES 
OF MONETARY REFORM, AND SHOULD NOT ACCENTUATE INEQUITIES 
IN WORLD LIQUIDITY. 

PRIOR TO ADOPTION OF RES, PRC REP SAID LDCS HAD RIGHT 
TO PARTICIPATE IN INTL MONETARY REFORM, BUT CHINA WOULD NOT 
PARTICIPATE IN VOTE AS DRAFT MENTIONED WORLD BANK AND IMF 
WHICH REFUSED TO IMPLEMENT RES 2758 OF 1971 ON PRC RIGHTS, 
PERSISTING IN ERRONEOUS TWO-CHINA POLICY. FOLLOWING ADOPTION, 
SOVIET REP SAID HIS DEL WENT ALONG WITH CONSENSUS ALTHOUGH 
NOT PARTICIPATING IN TALKS ON SUBJECT; SOVIET GOVT DOES NOT 
CONSIDER ITSELF BOUND BY SUCH AGREEMENTS. SOVIET AND UKRAINIAN 
REPS BOTH CALLED FOR REEVALUATION OF ROLE OF GOLD. REPS 
OF FINLAND, NORWAY, CANADA, UK, FRG, AUSTRALIA, BELGIUM, 

DENMARK AND UK EXPRESSED RESERVATIONS ON RES. HUME (US) 

SAID HIS DEL WOULD HAVE PREFERRED PARA 8(D) EXPRESSED IN 
LANGUAGE OF CERDS ARTICLE 18, ADDING THAT HIS DEL 
SUPPORTED OP PARA 14 WITH UNDERSTANDING THAT NOTHING IN 
IT COULD BE CONSTRUED TO QUESTION INTEGRITY OF IMF IN REVIEWING 
QUOTAS, OR TO INTERFERE WITH ACTIONS TAKEN ACCORDING TO IMF 
RULES AND REGULATIONS. 
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COMITE 4— SPANISH SAHARA 

COMITE 4 IN DEC 10 MEETING RECEIVED 35-POWER DRAFT RES 
L. 1090 WHICH WOULD HAVE GA SEEK ADVISORY OPINION FROM ICJ, 
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WITHOUT PREJUDICE TO APPLICATION OF DECLARATION ON 
DECOLONIZATION, ON QUESTIONS OF WHETHER WESTERN (SPANISH) 
SAHARA WAS "RES NULLIUS" AT TIME OF SPANISH COLONIZATION, 

AND, IF NOT, OF WHAT LEGAL TIES EXISTED BETWEEN TERRITORY 
AND BOTH MOROCCO AND MAURETANIA. UPPER VOLTAN AND SYRIAN 
DELS INTRODUCED RES, FORMER NOTING THAT RES WOULD URGENTLY 
INVITE SPAIN TO POSTPONE COMTEMPLATED REFERENDUM UNTIL 
ASSEMBLY HAD DECIDED MEANS TO ACCELERATE DECOLONIZATION IN 
LIGHT OF ICJ OPINION. SYRIAN REP (KELANI) SAID DRAFT 
SPONSORS WERE GUIDED BY FOUR PRINCIPLES: UN CHARTER ARTICLES 
36, AND 96 (RELATING TO REQUESTS FOR ICJ OPINIONS), ART. 

65 OF ICJ STATUTE, AND DECLARATION ON DECOLONIZATION. 

KELANI ADDED HOPE THAT SPAIN WOULD TAKE POSITIVE 
ATTITUDE IN VIEW HISTORICAL RELATIONS BETWEEN ARAB COUNTRIES 
AND SPAIN. ARAIM (IRAQ) CALLED SAHARA UNDOUBTEDLY PART OF 
ARAB WORLD. DE PINIES (SPAIN) REITERATED PREVIOUS 
STATEMENTS THAT SPAIN WOULD ASSOCIATE WITH REQUEST ONLY IF 
ICJ OPINION WERE ASKED ON CURRENT LEGAL AND POLITICAL SITUATION, 
NOT PURELY ON RES NULLIUS ISSUE, WHICH SPAIN HAD NEVER 
ASSERTED; HE ADDED THAT SPAIN WAS PLANNING REFERENDUM IN ACCORD 
WITH WISHES OF SAHARANS AND WOULD WELCOME VISITING MISSION 
OF OBJECTIVE COMPOSITION. ARGENTINE REP (ESCALANTE) 

PROPOSED JOINT COMITE OF COMITES 4 AND 6 BE ESTABLISHED 
TO CONSIDER QUESTION BEFORE REQUESTING ADVISORY OPINION 
OF ICJ. AFTER CHAIRMAN INFORMED COMITE THAT COMITE 6 HAD 
FINISHED FOR SESSION, AND SUGGESTED SEEKING LEGAL COUNSEL'S 
OPINION, SUY (LEGAL COUNSEL) SAID GA RULES OF PROCEDURE 
RECOMMENDED THAT QUESTIONS CONTEMPLATED FOR SUBMISSION 
TO ICJ BE SUBMITTED FIRST TO COMITE 6, BUT SINCE THAT COMITE 
HAD ENDED FOR SESSION. COMITE 4 SHOULD ESTABLISH JOINT 
COMITE OF LIMITED COMPSOITION. ARGENTINE REP SAID HIS 
DEL WOULD NOT INSIST ON PROPOSAL. 

MOROCCAN REP SAID IN RESPONSE TO DE PINIES THAT COURT COULD 
NOT CONSIDER POLITICAL QUESTIONS, ONLY LEGAL ONE OF SOVEREIGNTY.
